said a discharged boiler tender

sons and injured 71 Friday. 


The firing of Ricardo Mello, 27, 


after six months on the job, was 
effective at 4 p.m. Friday. Forty- 
nine minutes later, a powerful 
blast ripped the J. C. Penney 
building in the downtown heart of 
this city of 200,000 during the 
going-home rush. 


Mello, held for investigation of 


homicide, was arrested among 
bystanders 
while ambulances 


were carrying away the scream- 
ing and moaning injured Another 
bystander told police he over- 
heard Mello remark aloud there 
was "something wrong with the 
boiler."

ing "I don't think the fellow did 
it intentionally but his negligence 
caused three deaths "

Wants U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP)-A special 


committee headed by Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay recommended to Presi- 
dent Kennedy Saturday that he 
cut his foreign aid program by 
half a billion dollars as soon as 
possible and reduce it even furth- 
er in the future. 


But the group endorsed the 


principle of continuing substantial 
assistance programs under tight- 
ened-up management and with 
closer controls over the way the 
recipient nations use the U. S. aid 


The committee, dividing 9 to 1, 


said the guidelines it laid down 
would result in a $500-million re- 
duction in the present $3.9-bilhon 
level of spending. But it said an 
immediate cut of that size is not 
feasible because of commitments 
already made. 


"Too Much, Too Many" 


"We belive," the committee 


said, "that we are indeed at- 
tempting too much for too many 
and that a higher quality and re- 
duced quantity of our diffuse aid 
effort in certain countries could 
accomplish more."

Schoolmen Seek to Prevent Solons

Legislators Begin to Feel Expected 


Pressure From Backers of Budget

week, as officers of local school

The educational interests are 


led by experienced

They represent 
each year more tome district 
voting power. The school board 
lobby now speaks for an enroll- 
ment of 800,000 in the local 
schools, which when translated 
Into parents and rote capacity 
is a formidable force to the ap- 
prehensive legislator. There are 
now nearly 60,080 students en- 
rolled In state institutions of 
higher learning. There are prob- 
ably 45,000 employees of the ed- 
ucational services of the state, 
many of them influential, ac-

tive. respected citizens in their 
private capacities.

OSHKOSH — The Alliance for 


Progress program of aid to Lat- 
in American countries

fended by Kenneth N. Hynes, 
chief of the River Plate section of 
the American Republics division 
of the United States Department 
of Commerce, in his talk Friday 
night as part of the Pan-American 
Week

at Oshkosh 


State College. 


He said this program, which is 


in its early years, should not be 
compared with the Marshall Plan 
where aid was given to highly in- 
dustrialized countries that hat 
plants destroyed during Work 
War n. 


"Many persons are skeptical 


about using taxpayers' money for 
aid to other countries. There is a 
need in Latin America. If we 
do not help, someone else mighl 
and that someone else wifl not be 
a desirable tenant in our hem- 
isphere," he warned. 


Some of the problems faced in 


these Latin American countries 
are the high degree of illiteracy 
the needs for agrarian reforms 
particularly In land distribution 
and land usage, the inequitable 
taxation policies which have hin- 
dered economic development, in- 
adequate capital and the need for 
a diversification of the econo- 
mies of these countries. 


One deterrent to progress in 


some of these countries is the de- 
pendence on a traditional export, 
such as coffeee, wool or cacao 
Hynes cited. The drop of one cenl 
in the United States price for cof- 
fee means the loss of millions o 
dollars of income for some o 
these countries, he said. 


To adopt a hemispheric price 


support program is not consider- 
ed right by some of the top eco- 
nomists, Hynes continued. 


The countiies are not preparet 


yet to switch to other products 
and the absence of price protec- 
tion has not made possible invest- 
ments of outside or local capital 


Hynes" al» mentioned that the 


charter setting up the Alliance 
for Progress anticipates an 180 
billion investment in tat next 10 
years.

Three nine week sessions are held each year, corresponding 


with the regular school term. 


Oil painting is the medium taught and, for many, it is. in entirely new experience. 


The purpose of the class is to supply the youngsters with good materials and direction to 


enable them to work with and express themselves through the medium. 


One of the most difficult techniques the students have to learn is the use of white. 


In watercolors, the painter uses the paper for white, Mrs. Dietrich noted. The children, 


accustomed to working with watercolor, find it difficult not to let the paper show through. 


In the first class, Mrs. Dietrich instructs the students to completely cover the canvas 


with two or three colors. After the canvas is covered, lines, cubes and circles are painted 


in abstract fashion. The purpose of the exercise is to allow the student to get the feel of 


color, how it will change in proximity to another and how it looks depending on how 


thick or thin the paint is. They also learn how to mix the oil paints to obtain desired colors.

Not only are these boxes ideal 


•s dust covers for fabric, suede 
and out-of-season shoes, but they 
can be used for all foot-wear. 
These cardboard containers with 
care will last the life of the shoes 
they were designed for. They can 
be arranged side by side and 
stacked neatly one on top of the 
other to be used like a chest of 
drawers, on the floor or on a low 
ghelf in a closet. 
* 


To adjust the boxes so that they 


will pull but like drawers, remove 
the lip of one of the short sides 
of the lid. Then install a small 
pull directly below on the box it- 
self. If the boxes are stacked one 
on top of the*other you need only 
pull the shoe drawer half way 
out to remove or replace the 
shoes. 


The arrangement of boxes can 


be as decorative as it is func- 
tional if all the boxes and their 
lids are covered uniformly 
to 


match the closet. Adhesive-backed 
vinyl papers in gay colors can 
be used. But there an other cov- 
erings — hand - blocked Floren- 
tine papers, wall-papers or Ja- 
panese tea or'rice paper — that 
might be considered. Apply a pro- 
tective coat of "lacquer or shel- 
lac to preserve paper and add 
life to the box itself.

in denying Post charges of collu- 
sion in a Sept. 22 football game 
which Alabama won 35-0. 


Cook questioned an official of 


the Post at his office Saturday. 


Pouring the full resources of his 


office into the week-old state 
probe, the gray-haired Cook said 
the scope of the investigation had 
broadened. 


"This is going to be a sweeping 


investigation of all aspects of this 
matter, including any connection 
with federal, state or civil laws," 
said Cook, 17-year veteran attor- 
ney general. 


Other Probes 


Investigations also are being 


conducted by a U.S. Senate sub- 
committee which is concerned 
with gambling, and by the South- 
eastern Conference. 


"We're going into this fully and

BERN, Switzerland (AP)—Swiss 


authorities arc fiphtmg the deadly | 
threat of avalanches by air at- 
tacks on dangerous accumulations 
of snow. 


A Swiss air force plane released 


• dozen big avalanches this month i 
by bombing the snow in the start-1 
Inn zone. Soldiers and police kept! 
all persons out of the area, and| 
thousands of tons of snow and ice 
crabbed down without harmingj 
anyone. Officials called the opera- 
tion a succcfcs. 


Nfearly all the large stiowslides 


come down in the same place 
every year. The increasing num- 
ber of skiers who ignore ava- 
lanche warnings and stray into 
the path of dangerous slides has 
forced the authorities to step up 
their program of protective meas- 
ures. A good share of state and 
municipal budgets goes to the 
construction of barriers to control 
the known snowslides. 


8 Lost Lives 


Despite unusual masses of snow 


this winter, only eight out of mil- 
lions of tourists skiing all over the 
Swiss Alps have lost their lives m 
avalanches. The bitter winter— 
the coldest in more than a cen- 
tury—froze the snow and pre- 
vented it from slipping down steep 
slopes. Considerably fewer ava- 
lanches than normal have been re- 
corded. 


The most common means of 


avalanche control are structures 
to prevent or divert the slides. 


Afforestation is the oldest and 


most effective means of checking 
the snow menace. It is the most 
expensive method and is restrict- 
ed to altitudes below 6,500 feet 
where trees can grow. 


Many of Switzerland's moun- 


tains are higher than 10,000 feet, 
and avalanches often start near 
the summit. No forest lower down 
can withstand the impact of a big 
avalanche. Its air pressure alone 
can snap off a tree or blow down 
a house.

BRILLION—He walks approximately 3,500 miles 


per year in every imaginable Mad of weather. Be 
stops 663 times each day, and toe's become the friend 
of everyone. 


You guessed it—he's a mailman, and in this case, 


quite a special one. His name is Don Schmelter, and 
he is the only mailman in Brillion—a city of almost 
2,000 people. His 663 stops per day represent 85 
businesses and 578 homes. Since the average city mail 
route would include 400 to 500 stops, Schmelter's 
route is considerably longer than most. He delivers 
about 2000 pieces of mail daily, not including the 
Christmas season and the first of the month when 
bills are mailed. Unlike most city carriers, he delivers 
business mail, too, which greatly increases his load. 


Sehmelter's average day begins at 7:30 aJXL, when 


he sorts mail for the route. At about 93ft a,m., he 
leaves to begm bis daily waft. He starts with the lo- 
cal business section, then dehvers to the Berth end of 
towm, fiBJshing with the sooth «d- He has BswBy 
finished Ms day by 4 p-inX out when, the mafl » es- 
pecially heavy, it might take him until 5 pJL

miles en the route, he often plays one holes of golf. 


The city mail route in Briffion began m IMS. Ufc-

But for Kimberly-Clark Corp, Neenah-based manufacturer of paper and 


cellulose products, that motto has been converted into an even more useful slo- 
gan: 


"Show and Sell." 
Utilizing all the high-powered techniques of the entertainment world, the 


Kimberly-Clark sales department each year produces one or more shows aimed 
at telling the story of the company, its aims and products, to its own sales per- 
sonnel, customers and distributors. 


Marlrefiiig Cenfef 


Scene of Kimberly-Clark's jet-age merchandising meetings is'the corporation's 


Marketing Center, an unostentatious building located just off U.S. 41 north of 
Neenah. 


Here, in what was formerly a warehouse, Kimberly-Clark has built a com- 


plete facility for the production of industrial shows, in conjunction with group 
meetings, schools and seminars. 


The center has been equipped with an auditorium, seating about 200 persons; 


a wood-working shop, in which settings are constructed; a reception area, with 
aerial views of K-C's 44 plant operations around the world: a lounge, for use 
as a smaller conference room; a classroom, and a complete culinary staff and 
kitchen facilities. 


Last year, some 4,000 persons passed through the marketing center in the 


course of 900 "group day" visits. About 20,000 meals were served by the kitchen 
staff, and 319 consumer products salesmen attended 16 training sessions and 
seminars. 


"It all began in 1951, with conversion of a warehouse into attractive quar- 


ters overlooking Little Lake Butte des Morts," Robert Lloyd. Marketing Center 
manager, recalled recently. 


"The entrance of the structure was remodeled, but little more than that was 


done to the exterior of the building. Inside, the Center was transformed into 
an efficient unit to •dramatically present the Kimberly-Clark story." 


'Sales Toof 


Drama is, perhaps, the key to efforts of K-C personnel to utilize the building 


as » "sales tool." Up-to-date visual aids, displays, demonstrations, talks and 
playlets are combined in presentations designed to train—and to persuade— 
customers, distributors and salesmen. 


Such programs utilize farce, comedy-, drama and music, as needed, to give 


sales presentations color and immediacy. Speakers are "propped to the hilt," 
in Lloyd's words, in order to appeal to the eye as well as the ear. 


Preparations for a typical sales conference begin with meetings between 


Marketing Center personnel and the main office staff. At these meetings speak- 
ers and subject matter are tentatively determined, prior to the arrival of the 
writer-director. 


For the past nine years Kimberly-Clark's industrial shows have been scripted 


and staged by Carl Bobbins. Fredricksburg. Va.. a veteran actor, author and 
director with experience in both legitimate and industrial theaters. 


Bobbins, who has staged similar snows for such major accounts as Cadillac, 


General Electric and the Lewitt Vacuum Cleaner Co.. arrives eight to 10 weeks 
in advance of the performance date. His first job is to find out how many

playlets are needed, and where they are to fee spotted 
in the show. He then writes preliminary scripts for 
the playlets, as required, and, after securing approval 
from the K-C staff, secure actors and actresses to 
fill the parts. 


Although Bobbins hires a majority of his actors 


through Chicago talent agencies, he also recruits cast 
members locally. Among the Fox Cities area perform- 
ers who have appeared in K-C industrial shows are 
Joan Hoffmann and Daril Riley, both of Appleton; Joe 
Voss, Osbkosh; Alice Dunwiddie, Neenah, and James 
Auer, Menasba. 


A "regular" in Rcbbins' casts is Jack Staley, the 


corporation's convention and exhibit manager, and 
an accomplished magician. 


Designs Sets 


Bobbins schedules most of his rehearsals for late 


afternoon and evening so that he can spend the day- 
light hours designing stage sets and meeting with the 
K-C personnel who are to speak at the meeting. At the 
same time he is often revising*his scripts, so that they 


conform with technical and language requirements 
of their specialized subject matter. 


Tension mounts as the first day of the sales con- 


ference nears. Sets are built and painted. Properties— 
charts, fitonstrips and tape recordings—are assembled. 
Three or four "dry-run" rehearsals are held, followed 
by two dress rehearsals.

And today, though par- 
ticularly appropriate to the Lent and Easter season, 
"The Messiah" is still thrilling music lovers every- 
where whenever they are privileged to hear it done 
as it was intended to be done—big and full so you 
want to stand up in reverent awe when-you hear that 
first resounding "Hallelujah"!

Cold winds may blow, and snows may be four or 


five feet deep, but this is only mildly annoying to the 
porcupine, found in timbered areas in the northern 
half of the state. 


For protection from the cold, old porky has a 


fur coat which grows thicker and longer in winter. 
His pelage, or coat, it actually made up of three 
kinds of hair: long and soft woolly hair, long coarse 
hair, and the spines or quills' which are found mostly 
on bis head and back, and on his tail. 


Because of their slow, lumbering gait, porcupines 


were given their spines, which are a protection against 
their enemies. Although they cannot throw the quills, 
they can move backward and forward and lash about 
with their tails, keeping most predators at bay. 


Dogs and bobcats are among the few natural ene- 


mies of porcupines. They may kill a few porkies, but 
more often they are repelled after getting spines im- 
bedded in their noses, paws or other parts of their 
bodies. The quills are tipped with recurved barbs 
which, when they pierce the flesh, continue working 
in deeper. 


Although during milder seasons the porcupine 


may take shelter in a hollow log, a hollow in a rocky 
ledge or under the roots of an upturned tree, its usual 
winter resting place is deep inside a thick evergreen, 
quite often a pine tree. 


Food Available 


In such * place, food 1* available too, for the 


porky's main winter food is bark of trees. It has been 
found feeding on the bark of such trees as a fir, 
tamarack, spruce, arbor vitae (cedar), hemlock, wil- 
low, beech, maple, aspen and birch. Leaves and twigs 
of these and other trees and bushes are also eaten. 


From spring until fall it is often- encountered on 


the ground. Its food habits change somewhat during 
warmer seasons, and may include roots and leaves of 
various .wild plants, as well as nuts and fruits. Lily 
pads are among its favorite foods, and it has also 
been known to eat corn and other planted crops. 


Everyone knows of the porcupine's liking for salt, 


or Bait-impregnated wood. Campers and cottage own- 
ers who leave axe* and other tools lying about may 
find the handles of the tools chewed up. Even canoes 
and boats, leather jackets, door sills and outdoor toil- 
ets have been "attacked" by porcupines. In places 
where salty chemical solutions are used to spray 
highways, even the posts holding guard rails are not 
safe from' porky's teeth. 


Mainly Nocturnal 


Although they are mainly nocturnal, you may see 


porcupines out for a stroll during the day too. Unless 
they are chased, they do not hurry away, but waddle 
along slowly. There is an unwritten law that they 
should not be killed, for this is one animal which 
could be killed for food by an unarmed man lost in 
the woods. It is doubtful whether this has ever hap- 
pened. 


Mating takes place in fall or early winter, and the 


young are born seven months later. In captivity, fe- 
males give birth to only one young at a time, and 
this nay be true in their natural home too. The baby 
weighs about a pound at birth, and is able to follow 
its mother, and even to climb trees, in just a Jew 
days.

The Dam on the Wolt River 


Legislative action is now being sought 


to block construction of a dam on the Wolf 
River by Langlade County. The project has 
been authorized by the Public Service Com- 
mission and its action has been sustained 
In the courts. So the bill Introduced by 
Assemblymen David Martin of Winnebago 
County and Alexander Grant of Brown 
County now appears to be the best hop* 
of those opposing the dam. 


Langlade County wants to build the 


dam on the Wolf near Pearson to create a 
lake of some 1,500 acres so that the 20 
miles of shore line can be sold for cottage 
sites, thus increasing the tax base and sup- 
posedly improving the economy of sparse* 
ly-settled Langlade County. The flowage 
would reach upstream about 11 miles. 


In considering projects of this nature 


the Public Service Commission is supposed 
to take conservation values into account 
If they did in this case, the commissioners 
did not weigh them very much in contrast 
to the somewhat doubtful values of the 
proposed lake. 


The State Conservation Department op- 


poses the project, as do a number of con- 
servation organizations like the state Izaak 
Walton League, the Wolf River Conserva- 
Jrifling With Statistics 


One of the favorite political games at 


Madison at budget time, and perhaps every- 
where where officeholders use all of their 
wiles to extract more spending power from 
the reluctant representatives of the tax- 
payer, is the distortion of public affairs 
statistics.

It is a favorite complaint of 
schoolmen appearing before the legislature 
to recite the supposed fact that Wisconsin 
is at or near the bottom of the list of sister 
states in its "aid" to local schools. 


Even such a responsible man as Angus 


Rothwell, the present state superintendent 
of public instruction, blithely repeated 
this canard when he testified the other day. 
But gentleman that he is, he promptly ac- 
knowledged that Wisconsin is near the top 
of the list of states in an accounting of the 
total of its state-levied taxes that are shared 
with localities, combined with the outright 
aids.

Liberals No More 


Senator Mundt has taken issue with 


what he calls "linguistic liberals" in the 
United States who. he says, are not liberals 
at all but instead are leading the country 
toward "an age of toryism when the king 
— Federal government — could do no 
wrong." Senator Mundt may have oversim- 
plified the entire problem but basically we 
agree. 


Of course the term liberal has degen- 


erated particularly in the the last thirty 
years. Originally it meant a person dedi- 
cated to the liberty of the individual even 
to the extent of practically no government 
at all—the laissez faire philosophy of the 
18th Century bourgeois. When it turned 
out that people left practically to them- 
selves did not always worry about the 
rights and conditions of others, the exten- 
sion of government interference widened 
so as to help create the conditions under 
which the individual could have equal op- 
portunities. And gradually this began to 
put more and more authority into hands of 
government—the soolled Welfare State. 


Mundt says that anyone confused about 


^nether or not a person or a proposal is 
truly liberal should ask three questions. 
"Does it expand individual freedom or does 
it expand the power aad authority of the 
central state? Does the proposal give a 
greater choice to the greatest number or 
does it give greater decisions to be made 
by a steadily derreasuig number of author- 
ities at the top? Does it enlarge the powers 
and opportunities of all citizens to de- 
termine their own destiny or does it give 
greater power and additional opportunity 
to officials at the federal level to determine 
the destiny of an citizens?" 


Certainly these are important questions

But that does not mean that tax 
burdens are similar, even in an approxi- 
mate way. In one state thousands of per- 
sons may pay little or nothing, because of 
the progressivity of the income tax sched- 
ule, as a conspicuous example. In the other 
there may be a more equitable distribution. 
Whether Wisconsin wiU move into a more 
extreme disparity in tax policy, or attempt 
to achieve some slight degree of harmony 
with the fiscal policies of competitive eco- 
nomic regions, is the most pressing chal- 
lenge before the legislature this year. 


democracy than necessarily individual lib- 
erties and there can be a tyranny in ma- 
jorities as well as in despots. It can be ar- 
gued by socialists that the freedom of the 
individual is actually expanded by giving 
more authority to the central state al- 
though this has obviously not worked out 
in practice. 


One of the major dangers to the prin- 


ciples advocated by true liberals today is 
the increasing powers delegated by the 
executive to people who are not respon- 
siblato the people. Commissions and other 
appointed bodies take over more and more 
legislative and particularly judicial charac- 
teristics, negating the systems of checks 
and balances. Here is one case in which 
Sen. Mundt is right about a return to tory- 
ism, although there is no belief in the 
divine right of kings, even by the Ken- 
nedys presumably. The scholars who have 
written about the split within both major 
political parlies and who advocate a back- 
ing of the strong executive should reread 
history. 


The other best protection against dom- 


ination—or even despotism—by a central 
government is strength in local govern- 
ments. But more and more our state gov- 
ernments are turning to Washington for 
help in solving what should be strictly lo- 
cal problems, such as education. The hire 
is not a liberal philosophy. The lure is 
stnctlv rash. 


It is high time that the so-called lib- 


erals »n the country be brought up to ex- 
plain exactly what is bberal about their 
ideas or the role they think government 
has among men. Terms change with the 
decades but today's "linguistic liberals" 
are not interested in liberty as much as 
they are interested in centralized power, 
the very antithesis to individual freedom.

John Wyngaard Calm 


was bedded by the flu recently 


and his column which occupies this spot the other six days 
a week was missing for several days, I was startled to 


recollect that John has been turning out 
his daily column for this editorial page for 
almost 25 years now. At six columns per 
week, 50 weeks per year (he arranges for 
guest columnists during his vacation) and 
for 25 years, that's a lot of columns. If you 
want an approximate number, put your own 
arithmetic to work. 


I've been writing this one once a week 


since about the first of the year so I have 


Torino* 
real appreciation of his task. 


And while John's column probably best identifies him 


to you readers, this is really only a small part of the pro- 
duction he turns out for the Post-Crescent. 


His major assignment is to cover all the news of the 


state government and state politics, sending us dally news 
stories which background and explain the regular dis- 
patches of The Associated Press from Madison, plus itories 
of particular Interest to the Fox River Valley. On this as- 
signment he will knock out an average of about 10 pages 
of copy daily. 


Since we started Sunday publication, he has also written 


a special news feature for each Sunday edition, and these 
require considerably more research and production than 
the regular news story since his instructions are to take a 
principal news item of the week and examine it in detail. 


John also is a member of the editorial board of the 


newspaper and submits three to six editorials a week in 
his special fields of state government and politics. 


This is his regular assignment. But he also receives a 


number of special jobs during the course of the year, such 
as covering major political meetings, all national political 
conventions, an annual trip to Washington to observe Wis- 
consin Congressmen and native feudal officials in action, 
following the state conservation commission in its meetings 
around the state, and travelling with principle candidates 
during campaigns. 


And this is not to mention little side jobs we editors 


give him, like speaking to service dubs in our home com- 
munities, making hotel reservations for us and arranging 
an evening's entertainment when we visit Madison, cutting 
several taped interviews a day for radio and TV stations, 
securing technical information from government bureaus 
for the business office, and finding out for staff members 
the best place to go partridge hunting next fall. 


Many of us veterans at the trade have marvelled at 


how he does it alL Yet we have rarely seen him appear to 
be ruffled by the pressure. He always seems to be moving 
at a leisurely pace. 


Maybe his Dutch background in Little Chute has some- 


thing to do with this. He was born there in 1914, tbe son 
of Dutch immigrants, attended school there and then en- 
rolled at the University of Wisconsin. He started working 
for the Post-Crescent summers under that fine teacher of 
newspapermen, the late John Reidl. And while a student at 
Madison he opened the embryo Madison Bureau of the Post- 
Crescent and the Green Bay Press-Gazette. It was the first 
such venture by any state newspaper outside Milwaukee 
and it soon attracted the attention of other Wisconsin pub- 
lishers. When he started to write his daily column there 
was an immediate demand for it, and it is now syndicated 
to 11 papers in the state. 


His office is a small cubicle in the Washington Building 


just off the square in Madison where he wedges himself 
in between stacks of files and reference materials. He also 
has a writing room in his home in a Madison suburb where 
he works weekends and nights. 


John by habit rises somewhat leisurely mornings — there 


isn't much doing on the statehouse beat until 9:30 or 10 
— and works late into the night. But each days' hard news 
stint has to be produced and put in the mail by late after- 
noon. Night work includes covering the spots where state 
politicians and officials hang out like the Madison Club and 
the Simon House. For much of the news in Madison worth 
reporting comes out of informal conversations. 


A reporter's value is directly proportionate to his con- 


tacts with news sources, and this is where John's 'quarter- 
century of duty in Madison pays off. He knows more Wis- 
consin politicians and public men than any other newspaper- 
man in the state, and they have the kind of respect for 
him which persuades them to feed him tips and confi- 
dences. 


What does he do in his spare time? He's an inveterate 


gardener. You might better call him a suburban farmer, 
for he works a plot of several acres around his home, rais- 
ing prize flowers and vegetables. I have a standing order 
each season for his beautiful Spanish onions. 


And oh yes, based on this experience he also writes a 


garden column every week for the Sunday paper.

Congrcrfu/af/ons

In 1927, he became a Washing- 


ton newspaperman, and has been 
here most of the time since. On 
leaving the newspaper calling, 
he became coordinator of infor- 
mation for the House of Repre- 
sentatives under Rayburn: then 
lobbyist for the movie industry, 
and now for the AMA. 


Dickson doesn't mind leaning 


back and reminiscing about how 
he became an expert on Con- 
gress, but he's a bit loath about 
having his pictures taken dur- 
ing such interviews. 


Three decades ago, he and two 


other e a g e r beaver r e p o r t - 
ers roomed together. They spent 
their spare time boning up on 
legislative history and reading 
the Congressional Directory — 
that mine of data about Con- 
gress members' careers, who's 
assigned to what committee, etx. 


"After many re-readings, we'd 


sit around and quiz each other," 
Dickwn said. "It got M that If 
a Congressman died I could run 
to a phone and dictate a story 
without looking In the book." 


When you become a lobbyist 


It Is essential, of course, to 
learn all about the Industry you 
represent. That way you can 
help prevent Congress 
going 


wrong by passing 
blunderbuss 


legislation which hits people that 
the bill's sponsors maybe never 
even aimed at. 


Dickson makes a point — gen- 


erally regarded as valid — that 
lobbyists perform a valuable 
function, whatever faults some 
of them may have. It would cost 
the government millions to dig 
up the information that lobbyists 
supply to it free. 


No Curves 


"One rule should always be ob- 


served," Dickson says. "Never 
throw a Congress member a 
curve by giving him misinfor- 
mation. If you once embarrass 
a Congressman, the word gets 
around." 


Now what seem like facts to 


the AMA may look like non- 
facts to opposing lobbyists. But 
Dickson does his best to supply 
facts according to his lights, 
even if they may temporarily 
hurt his cause. 


He does not think highly of 


concerted postcard or letter-writ- 
ing campaigns. "They just get 
tossed in the wastebasket," he 
says. But still, the folks back 
home, the constituents, are the 
real lobbyists. 


If a Senator you thought was 


committed to your cause starts 
weakening under pressure from 


the other side, the thing to do 
is let his supporters back home 
know about it, and encourage 
them to try to make the Senator 
see the light. 


Jusf Dinners 


Dickson says he never passes 


out gratuities, not even a 10- 
pound ham or a bottle of liquor 
at Christmas. He does make a 
point of taking some of his lady 
acquaintances on Capitol Hill out 
to dinner once a year — such 
gallantries total about 50 dinners 
in a twelvemonth, he estimates. 


And then, of course, there's 


•n occasional lunch with male 
Capitol experts from whom he 
Is seeking data — or to whom 
he is trying to impart informa- 
tion. 


Dickson fishes In the steel box 


and comes up with such a check, 
for luncheon for two: $fi.80 plus 
Zl cents tax plus $1 tip. 


There's a rumor — which 


turns out to be false — that 
Dickson got a $10,000 bonus last 
year after the defeat of the Ken- 
nedy program of health care for 
the aged under Social Security. 


"That talk started when some 


fellow on the hill said I ought to 
get $10,000," he says. "I didn't 
get a nickel bonus. I'm one of 
the l o w e s t paid lobbyists in 
town." 


Asked if he would care to 


mention his salary, he replied: 


"Less than $25,000, and that's 


the truth." 


Many lobbyists 


Nobody knows how many lob- 


byists operate here, but they out- 
number the 533 Congress mem- 
bers by at least 2-1. The law 
says lobbyists should file finan- 
cial statements quarterly and 
the House filing clerk's office 
gets 1,000 to 1,400 of these quar- 
terly. 


Lobbyists reported spending 


nearly $4 million in 1961,

Some ef -the most high-power- 


ed lobbyists are cabinet officers, 
and other administration o f f U 
clals, and of course they do not 
have to register. 


A clause in the new tax law.

tions for certain lobbying ex- 
penses. The AFL-CIO, which is 
rated a non-profit organization 
and therefore does not pay in- 
come tax, feels this clause is 
inimical to the public interest 


"They will give us hell," says 


Al Zack, public relations man for 
the AFL-CIO. "The scene will 
be crawling with business lob- 
byists, not only here but in the 
50 state capitals." 


Early Battle 


The doom which Zack feara 


seems unlikely, however, to b« 
swift. Take the lobbyists' Arma- 
geddon with which the new Con- 
gress opened. 


The issue, briefly, was this: 


"Should 
"Judge Howard" W. 


Smith of Virginia, conservative 
chairman of the House Rules 
Committee, have power to block 
the Kennedy social program? 


Certain b u s i n e s s Interests 


went into action on this, even 
importing persuasive f e l l o w s 
from out of town. But the Ken- 
nedy administration also deploy- 
ed its lobbyists pardon, legis- 
lative liaison men. 


Just before the showdown, 


Kennedy backers predicted they 
would win by 40 'votes. After 
the tally, Lawrence F. O'Brien, 
chief White Rouse liaison man, 
picked up the phone and happily 
told the President of a 39-voto 
victory.

have been perfect, except that 
one House member was absent 
attending to a sick wife.

those in charge of a state to see 
a section of its people falling be- 
low standard. 


I therefore see the future some- 


what in this wise: The United 
States with its control of the 
nuclear weapon has the function 
of holding the world in safety 
until disarmament is achieved. I 
do not believe that it is wise or 
useful for Britain or other states 
to seek themselves to have the 
nuclear deterrent. 


Until Peace 


Until the Communist menace is 


removed 
from Europe, NATO 


should continue to be supported 
by both our countries. 


Until the advent of an effective 


world police force, Britain and 
America must play their parts in 
preserving the peace of the world, 
but Britain will, I hope, act as 
a member of the Commonwealth, 
with Australia. New Zealand. Can- 
ada and the Astatic dominions 
taking their share. 


Preferably through the United 


Nations our two countries should 
take the lead, with the other 
states with an advanced economy, 
in raising the standard of life in 
less-advanced countries and in 
helping them in particular by 
technical and administrative per- 
sonnel. 


I do not look forward to an in- 


tense economic rivalry. America 
has facilities for mass production 
which we and to a large extent 
Europe lack, but there is a whole 
range of specialized goods which 
we and they could supply.
